During 1977, official figures show the US 
automobile industry recalled more cars 
(10.lt million) than it sold (9-3 million). 

The cost of smoking and alcohol abuse 
in the US has reached nearly $60 "billion a 
year , or about 25$ of the total cost of all 
illnesses, according to health economists at 
the School of Public Health at the UCLA. An 
additional $11.5 billion was lost (in 1976) 
in fires, motor accidents, and vilent erime 
attributed to smoking or alcohol abuse. 
Each alcoholic costs the economy $5,000 a 
year; each person who smokes too much, $459.
